A 23-y ear-old Akron man was 
killed on Rt. 30 at about 1 a m 
Sunday in a one-car crash which 
went unnnoticed for almost seven 
hours.

Saltonstall, senior Rep ublican on 
the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, said "we are ahead of the 
Russians in the general op inion 
on certain p arts of the missile 
p roblem. They are ahead of us in 
the question of thrust.”

The u pshot of this d ecision by the Ohioan 
was a su bsequ ent statement by Hoffa that 
the commission had fou nd his u nion to be 
“free of corru ption,” thou gh the two other 
members of the commission d enied joining 
Bend er in any report to that effect. 
To this d ay , it nev er has been mad e clear 
either to any official agency or to the pu blic 
in any u nofficial way what Bend er d id in his 
assignment other than to be paid by Hoffa. 


Any net effect as far as Hoffa and the u nion 
are concerned has not been d iscernible. Bu t 
the net effect as far as Bend er is con­ 
cerned has been d iscernible to ev ery bod y bu t 
him. 
As a political sy mbol, the Ohioan’s fu tu re 
influ ence was d iminished by his association 
with an organization whose repu tation 
has 
been clou d ed by so many d ark d ou bts its 
officials are operating u nd er the watchfu l 
su perv ision of a board of monitors appointed 
by a fed eral ju d ge. 
Mr. Bend er chose of his own will to make 
this association. He took what to him mu st 
hav e appeared as a calcu lated risk, insofar 
as his own political statu s was concerned . 
He is abov e all a seasoned and shrewd pol­ 
itician. 
He cannot say he is su rprised by 
the opinion of his political peers that he hu rt 
himself politically by his association 
with 
Mr. Hoffa. 
If that is the ju d gment he wants d eliv ered 
on himself by going before Ohio Repu blicans 
in their party primary nex t May , we 
feel 
certain he will get it. 


This Is Not the Same Castro 


Withd rawal of the United States ambassa­ 
d or to Cu ba marks 
an 
apparent tu rning 
point in relations with that trou bled cou ntry , 
thou gh no one is in a position to say what 
the new road will be. 
The United tates tried sy mpathy and u n­ 
d erstand ing. It gav e Cu ba’s strong man a 
chance to stru t his stu ff in Washington, New 
York and a few way -stops last spring. 
It has been patient and forbearing. It has 
been cooperativ e. It has been tactfu l. It has 
giv en Castro a chance to find himself and 
organize a gov ernment.

cian’s list of hatred s. Many carefu l observ ­ 
ers, inclu d ing some of Castro’s comrad es in 
arms d u ring the Cu ban rev olu tion, are su re 
this is not the same Fid el Castro who led 
the ov erthrow of Fu lgencio Batista’s regime. 
These observ ers feel certain that Castro 
either was play ing along with the Commu nists 
who hav e been bu sy in the rev olu tion, or 
that the Commu nists hav e seized the oppor­ 
tu nity to make him their prisoner by su r­ 
rou nd ing him with people and circu mstances 
that make it impossible for him to serv e 
any thing 
bu t Commu nist objectiv es. 
Logic 
fav org the second v iew. 


THE UNITED STATES now is confronted 
with the probability that the Commu nist con­ 
spiracy may set u p one of its ou tposts in the 
Caribbean Sea- All strongly word ed protests 
and economic sanctions wou ld hav e no ef­ 
fect whatev er if that happened . 
Bu t what can the United States d o to keep 
It from happening, assu ming that his cou n­ 
try will 
not resort to armed force, lest it 
ru n afou l of emotional nationalism in Latin 
America and the censu re not only of the 


United Nations, its principal allies in Eu rope 
and an angry pu blic opinion at home? 
Instead of mu ttering abou t strongly word ­ 
ed protests, a slash in su gar qu otas to go 
with the 
v iru al 
d isappearance of

bu siness and the v olu ntary ban on inv est­ 
ments in Cu ban enterprise, the United States 
might try the one thing it nev er has d ared 
o carry on in the open. 
It cou ld make its own bid for popu lar su p­ 
port in Cu ba. 
It cou ld d o ev ery thing in its power as a 
good neighbor who wants to stay that way , 
to offset the strong bid of the Commu nists 
who are bu sy in Cu ba. 
It cou le act d irectly and realistically on 
the knowled ge that the Fid el Castro who now 
lashes and ex coriates friend and foe is not 
the same man who presented himself as the 
liberator of the hav e-nothings of Cu ba. 
It cou ld start a people-to-people program 
to let Cu bans know that the United States 
still feels enthu siastic abou t he aspiraions 
of the original Fid el Castro — the big friend ­ 
ly man who wanted Americans to v isit his 
beau tifu l Cu ba, who wanted Americans to in­ 
v est in Cu ban ind u stry and who wanted to 
pu rge Cu ba of the terror and v iolence of the 
Batista y ears. 


THIS WOULD amou nt to interference with 
a constitu ted gov ernment; that charge wou ld 
be mad e, and it wou ld be based in fact. 
Bu t it wou ld amou nt to interference for the 
pu rpose of hold ing the Commu nist conspiracy 
at bay in the New World .

the form of a confession by Bern-

Another y ou ngster, Wolfgang So- 
lond z, who illegally crossed the 
bord er into West Berlin last y ear, 
has ju st been arrested as a Com­ 
mu nist agent.

ate in any activ ities that cou ld cre­ 
ate u nrest in the fed eral repu blic. 
Stu d ents in an East Berlin u ni­ 
v ersity , accord ing to the report, 
were 
ad v ised 
that 
anti-Semitic 
d emonstrations wou ld be staged in 
West Berlin and that they shou ld 
take part not only in these bu t in 
any rally , whether it was for or 
against the Jews. 
In December, the Defense Minis­ 
try say s, an ord er was issu ed by 
the East German au thorities that 
incid ents were to be created in d u e 
time prior to the “su mmit” meet­ 
ing in May .

Scrappy Sebring Squad Handed 
Defeai By Salem 


Hunter Tallies 25; 
Solmen Sparkles

A scrappy but outclassed Sebring 
High cage squad got caught in the 
sw irl of Salem basketball fury on 
the local court Saturday night and 
lim ped home with a 92-63 bruising, 
its worst defeat of the season.

S O L M E N ’S PERFORMANCE 
against the Trojans probably earn­ 
ed him another crack at a starting 
assignment against Youngst o w n 
Rayen here on Tuesday. His pres­ 
ence in the lineup gives the team 
m ore maneuverability and speed. 
However, at 6-1^4 Solmen is giv­ 
ing away three and a half inches 
to Theiss who is a better rebound­ 
er. 
The rangy Salem team has, on 
cccasion. shown some rebounding 
weaknesses. Davidson is the Quak­ 
e rs’ best man on the boards, but 
he is frequently slow in falling 
back on defense if he misses the 
rebound. 
Although Sebring was no match 
for the smooth operating Quaker 
m achine, the 63 points the Trojans 
scored was the m ost that have 
been racked up against Salem this 
year.
